PLANS FAILED 


Acceptance of Peace 
Truce Prevented 
Starvation 


KARACHI, India — (INS) —A 
threat to commit suicide if his 
peace truce with Viceroy Lord Irwin 
was rejected was voiced by Mahat- 
ma Gandhi today at the opening of 
the Indian nationalist congress.

U.S. Police 
Sought for 
Wet States

WASHINGTON— (INS) — The 
action of the Illinois legislature in 
voting repeal of the state prohibi- 
tion law may force a showdown in 
the national dry organizations on 
the question of creating a federal 
police force to operate in the “nulli- 
— states,” it was learned to- 

ay. 

The question will be raised when 
spokesmen for 30 dry organizations 
backing the 18th amendment gather 
here in April to map out future 
battle plans of the drys. 

If the Mlinois repeal becomes ef- 
tectve 30,000,000 people will be 
without local enforcement acts, or 
nearly 25 per cent of the nation’s 
population. 

Serious Situation 

This admittedly creates a situ- 
ation which dry organizations and 
congress must face. While local of- 
ficers may still cooperate with fed- 
eral agents, many drys fear there 
will be little effective enforcement 
ir those states. 

The Illinois vote, coming on the 
neels of Nevada’s open gambling 
law and the Massachusetts state 
prohibition law repeal by referen- 
dum last fall, makes a total of 
seven states declaring against na- 
tional prohibition. Others are New 
York, Wisconsin, Montana, Nevada 
and Maryland. 

Must Enforce Law 

“The question undoubtedly will 
ke discussed when the executive 
committee of the conference of or- 
ganizations supporting the prohi- 
bition amendment meet here. and 
canvass the. situation,” said Dr. E.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The In- 
ternationale of Song, headed by 
Ralph Cheyney of Philadelphia, 
editor of “Contemporary Vision,” 
has asked the federal radio com- 
mission to leave Station KTNT on 
the air. 

Cheyney, poet, author of several 
books and lecturer on art and lit- 
erature has written the radio com- 
mission protesting against the rec- 
ommendation of Chief Examiner 
Ellis A. Yost that KTNT’s license 
be not renewed. The Internationale 
of Song is an organization of poets 
of national and international repu- 
tation. Among them are Charles 
Wood, E. Merrill Root, Henry 
George Weiss, Louis Ginsberg and 
Jack Conroy. 

“To bar the splendid programs 
broadcast from this station,” says 
Cheyney’s letter, “would be con- 
strued as subservience to wealthy 
medical interests and other capital- 
ists who fear having facts and pro- 
gressive viewpoints made public. 
Surely you do not care to lay your- 
selves open to this charge. 

Protect Free Speech 

“IT am sure that I voice the sen- 
timents of the Internationale of 
Song, of which I have the honor 
of being president, as well as the 
judgment of many other informed 
members of the public.” 

Appealing to the commission on 
the ground of non-interference with 
constitutional guarantees of free 
dissemination of ideas, Cheyney 
asks, “May I add my voice to the 
chorus of believers in the American 
principles of free speech, even over 
the air, who urge, you to reject this 
recommendation, renew this li- 
cense, and uphold an essential lib- 
erty promised th people of the 
United States by the constitution?” 

Cheyney will be in Washington 
Sunday, with his wife, also a writ- 
er and known by her maiden name 
in the literary world as “Lucia 
Trent,” to deliver a lecture and at- 
tend a dinner in his own honor. He 
plans to visit the office of the radio 
commission while in the city and 
personally urge retention of KTNT 
on the air.

“Dick couldn’t do that,” she de- 
clared. “He’s not that kind of a 
man. I don’t know how I can ever 
believe anything again if this is 
true,” she sobbed. 

Married in Iowa 

She told police she met Burke 
for the first time in February, 
1930, at her father’s home near 
Green City, Mo. She had peen in 
training as a nurse at a hospital 
here and had gone home for a 
visit. Her father, Bailey Porter, 
had met Burke as “White” a short 
time before. 

Their courtship was brief, con- 
sisting mostly of trips to a theater 
or motor car rides. 

June 16 they drove to Ottuma, 
Ia., purchased a wedding trousseau 
and the following day were mar- 
ried at Centerville, Ia. 

At frequent intervals Burke re- 
ceived mail, oftentimes registered 
letters, she recalled, but said she 
paid no attention to them. He 
told her he received money from 


with a Chicago real estate and loan 
company.” . 

She informed detectives that 
she had never known of her hus- 
band carrying a revolver. He had 
no bank account that she knew of, 
but she declared that he was al- 
ways supplied with money. 

“There never has been an indi- 
cation of a cruel disposition in his 
nature,” she said. 

She told of trips through Okla- 
homa and Texas where Burke had 
investigated business opportunities 
but never had invested. 

They came to Kansas City last 
fall and Burke had been away only 
a few times since, she said. 

May Be Good Actress 

Efforts to connect Burke with 
the machine gun slaying of Jimmy 
Howard, former St. Louis gangster 
here, recently failed. 

“Dick was at home with the flu,” ° 
she declared. “He was in the house 
for several days, and I brought a 
paper home and read the account 
of the slaying to him. You can’t 
hang that on him.” 

Police expressed the opinion the 
girl is unsophisticated and very 
trusting or is a very good actress.

An ‘Angel’ to Oust Raskob 


Something Like Mil- 
lion Needed for 
Purpose 


By GEORGE R. HOLMES 

WASHINGTON — (INS) — Al- 
though the retirement of John J. 
Raskob as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national cimmittee is ar- 
dently desired by the southern drys 
they have been able to make little 
or no headway in the matter since 
the committee meeting here three 
weeks ago. This is some what 
grudgingly admitted by the anti- 
Raskob element. 

Raskob is still chairman of the 
national organization; his control 
over party headquarters is still un- 
impaired, and, deplore it as they 
can and do, the wutherners have 
as yet been unable to hit upon any 
effective scheme for supplanting the 


} outspoken anti-prohibition ‘ chair- 


man. 
Hold Sectet Sessions 

Since the national committee 
meeting here on March 5 there 
have been a num. se: of quiet con- 
ferences among the southerners 
here, centering around Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas, 
whose inflammatory speech threw 
the committee meeting into an up- 
roar. Nearly all of the southern 
senators and some members of the 
house have participated in these 
conferences at one time or another.\ 
One such was held Wednesday, at 
which ex-Gov. Harry F. Byyd of 
Virginia, vice chairman of the na- 
tional committee, was present. But 
it, like its predecessors, failed to de- 
velop anything except that the de- 
sire to accomplish Raskob’~ removal 
exists without,the means of effect- 
ing it. 

The fly in the southern ointment 
is the party’s nancial condition. It 
owe Ch.irman Raskob some $225,- 
000 which he has personally ad- 
vanced to carry on the not inex- 
pensive set-up maintained in Wash- 
ington headquarters. It owes sev- 
eral times that amount to banks in 
New York on notes endorsed by 
Chairman Raskob and h‘; friends. 

Cash Is Needed 

If a way can be found to cléar 
up this indebtedness, then the 
southerners are prepared to force 
another ineeting of the national 
committee to have a showdown. But 
thus far no financial “angel” has 
been found who cares to assume 
the indebtedness, or,who can point 
to ways and means of discharging 
it. Various methods of raising funds 
have been discussed in these un- 
official conferences, but always the 
discussion has run down the same 
blind alley: “Where is the money 
to be found?” 

“ Ex-Gov. Byrd, whom many 
southerners would like to see nom- 
inated in ’32, has been designated 
to study the situation and report 
back to the conferees. Although a 
nominal dry, Byrd is not fanatical 
on the subject. Moreover, he is not 
one of the violent anti-Raskob ele- 
ment. His counsel has been pacific 
in tenor, and to some extent he en- 
joys the confidence and respect of 
both elements. 

Byrd Peace Maker 

It was Byrd who prevailed upon 
Chairman Raskob on the night of 
March 4 not to press the national 
committee to a vote on his proposal 
to return the prohibition problem

WARM WEATHER DASHED

ABOARD U.S. 8S. ARIZONA— 
(INS)—As the battleship Arizona 
headed out of tropical weather into 
a golden northern area today Pres- 
ident Hoover made slight changes 
in his original plans that advanced 
his expected arrival in Washington 
from Monday morning to Sunday 
night. 

According to the latest schedule, 
the Arizona will drop anchor at 
Norfolk at 3 p. m., Sunday, with 
the presidential party entraining 
for the captial immediately. 

Enjoys Deck Dinner 

Blue uniforms replaced the spot- 
less white apparel of officers and 
crew as the ocean air turned de- 
cidedly chilly, the flannels of the 
vacation party also disappeared. 
President Hoover, warmly dressed, 
paced the deck occasionally and 
rested in a deck chair. 

It was.gala night aboard ship 
last night, with officers in dress 
uniform and guests in formal at- 
tire for the captain’s dinner served 
on the quarter deck. A wall of 
canvas hung around the railing to 
break the wind and decorated with 
signal flags provided an excellent 
dining room. Japanese lanterns 
swung in colorful confusion above 
the tables. 

The festive occasion, climaxed by 
the showing of a film comedy, fol- 
lowed a press conference at which 
President Hoover made public an 
opinion that several hundred thou- 
sands dollars should be spent on 
Porto Rico by the United States for 
the transformation of its agricul- 
ture and development of valuable 
tropical plants. He viewed any 
progress and increased agricultural 
output in Porto Rico as supple- 
mentary rather than competitive 
to American agriculture.

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False Rumors 
Starting false rumors about anybody or anything is bad 
enough, to try deliberately to wreck another’s business is 
‘ worse, but to endeavor to handicap a bank by resorting to 
such methods is reprehensible in the extreme. While a bank 
may be beyond even a hint of suspicion because of its strong 
financial position, its chief asset is the faith of the public. 
Without that basic trust neither a bank nor any other form 
of business can prosper. 
A bank, however, is different from an ordinary business 
enterprise. Confidence is its chief stock in trade. When 
- you pay a bill with a check the firm receiving it not only 
takes it for granted that you have funds in the bank but 
also knows that the bank itself will pay the amount called 
for on demand. It-is possible, by endorsement, for the check 
to liquidate several debts before it finally reaches the bank, 
each successive individual accepting the check at its face 
value. But let some despicable person express a doubt and 
the check is viewed with suspicion, confidence is endangered 
and nobody can tell how far the mischief will spread. 
Norman Baker, who discussed this subject in his column 
the other day, is well qualified to realize the malicious ef- 
fects of such statements. He speaks “the naked truth” 
when he states that he ean sympathize with firms or in- 
dividuals contending with deliberately false reports. He 
says that “many have started false rumors against me, my 


enterprises, all' with the intent to close my doors,” and then 
adds a sentence which speaks volumes — “They are still 
open.” 

Yes, and why? Because Norman Baker is not the sort of 
a man “to take it lying down.” When the opposition first 
started no doubt those behind the movement had an idea 
they could show this “little upstart where to get off,” some- 
thing like brushing a fly off your shoulder. But it wasn’t 
long before they discovered they had a job on their hands, 
are still finding it out and will find out considerable more as 
time goes on. 

While every possible effort has been made to-belittle the 
work of the Baker hospital confidence in that work has not 
been destroyed. They have attacked Mr. Baker personally 
but the merits of the treatment have never been questioned. 
All one has to do is to go there to realize that fact and if you 
do not want to go to that trouble there are innumerable peo- 
ple more than willing to substantiate that work, people who 

‘know that Mr. Baker speaks the truth. That is why they 
know and we know that Mr. Baker asserts a fact when he 
says he can sympathize with firms or individuals contending 
with deliberately false rumors. ’ 

It is unfortunate but true that people are too prone to be- 
lieve false propaganda, particularly when it is spread 
through organized effort. Don’t swallow all you hear with- 
out any attempt to investigate the unfounded charges. 

The bank is here—and so is the Baker hospital. One will 
aid you on the road to health, the other to wealth. That’s 
a pretty good combination when you stop to think about it. 


Anti-Testers Win Victory 
Justice F. F. Faville of the Iowa supreme court has issued 
an order restraining the department of agriculture or any 


of its agents from testing cattle of any of the 243 plaintiffs 
and 223 interveners, all Black Hawk county farmers, in the 
case of John M. Frost against the department of agriculture, 
pending outcome of the case of M. J. Loftus vs. the Iowa 
department of agriculture. This case has been appealed 
from the Iowa supreme court to the U. S. supreme court. 

Justice Faville’s order enjoins the department of agricul- 
ture from testing for tuberculosis, quarantining or attempt- 
ing to test any cattle belonging to the plaintiffs or inter- 
veners in the Frost case, except by written permission. 
Testing of herds other than those named in the order will 
be continued. 

The outcome of the Loftus case is being awaited with in- 
terest all over Iowa. It will have a direct bearing on the 
entire proposition of compulsory testing such as is also 
being fought by the farmers of Cedar county and elsewhere. 


The Edison Test 

Selecting the brightest boy in the United States is of 
course impossible. In the first place there is a wide diver- 
gence of opinion as to what is meant by “brightest.” Take 
a lad that is as dumb as an ox on most subjects but who may 
show remarkable intelligence on a subject in which Mr. 
Jones is qualified to judge and Jones will say he’is a bright 
lad. We always thought that the Edison test was a lot of 
hooey, and the announcement that the test is to be discon- 
tinued is no disappointment. But the cause of the discon- 
tinuance is somewhat surprising. The electrical wizard says 
he cannot continue the test because he is unable to finance it. 

It seems that Mr. Edison has followed the path of many 
other inventors. Careless of financial details he has sold 
his inventions for a fraction of their real worth, enabling 
others, such as the electrical trust, to amass millions while 


he has remained a comparatively poor man. That he did 
not desire wealth for wealth’s sake is to his credit but.of the 
two propositions we would rather see him amass a greater 
competence that allow giant combinations to pile up huge 
profits at the expense of the public. 

Mr. Edison was actuated by high motives in establishing 
his test, however foolish it may appear in actual practice, 
and it is probable these same motives would have predom- 
inated had he controlled the output of his inventions in 
which event millions of people would have benefited by ob- 
taining the products of his genius at a much smaller cost. 

Edison does not have to depend upon wealth for fame. 
His memory will be revered for centuries after many more 
so-called prominent citizens have faded into oblivion.

To a certain extent, the cause of 
disease also lies within man him- 
Self. Through a lack of self ef- 
fort, people fail to maintain their 
health, and for those who do make 
an effort to keep well, a maze of 
conflicting ideas and propaganda 
is ever present to confuse and be- 
wilder them. There are those who 
would get well without effort or 
self-denial. It can’t be done. You 
cannot go to a doctor and get a pill 
or powder, or an injection of some 
filthy animal pus and expect to 
heal the body. If you just want 
to get a little relief from a pain 
and lull yourself into a sénse of 
false security without doing any- 
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thing yourself this plan might 
work for a time. Every repetition 
of this kind of a treatment means 
a larger amount of poison to com- 
bat next time. 

We cannot get health without ef- 
fort, nor can sickness be eradicated 
without effort. 

Regardless of how much advice 
we get, it will not do us any good 
unless we put it into actual prac- 
tice. 

If the people as a whole would 
get the idea fixed in their minds 
that they are the ones*who can re- 
gain their health, that they them- 
selves are the ones who should 
control their bodies, and live up to 
it, things would be different.

Dempsey insisted that he be paid 
$125,000 in cash for the bout, a 
sum which he said was due him 
under the contract which the Coli- 
seum club charges was violated. 
Payment of this sum in 1926 would 
have made the Wills fight possible, 
he claimed. 

The challenge, issued to Paddy 
‘Mullins, one-time manager of Wills, 
was accepted by the plaintiffs, but 
the trial went forward pending ne- 
gotiations. ~ 

Arguments concerning admission 
of evidence were continued until 
today, although Attorney John F. 
Rosen, representing. the Coliseum 
club, announced that he was will- 
ing to drop the suit and stage the 
fight under the terms of the con- 
tract, which called for an additional 
$675,000 for Dempsey’s purse be- 
fore the fight. 

Ready To Proceed 

B. E. Clements, president of the 
Coliseum club, said he was prepared 
to live up to the club’s part of the 
contract and stage the bout in Chi- 
cago next September. He said he 
was prepared to pay the former 
champion $300,000 by Aug. 1. 

Should the fight be agreed upon 
the suit will continue, it was indi- 
cated, until all legal transactions 
for the bout have been.completed, 
should it materialize.

Won’t Reveal Names 

While he gave the names of the 
guards on duty at the hour of the 
slayings, Erickson refused to re- 
veal which ones shot the convicts. 
The men on duty were Erickson, 
Nicholas Hancasky, Frank Harrel- 
son, L. J. Petit, Joseph Smith, 
Arthur W. Weiss, John Stelling, 
William T. Bittle, Pio Nicolini, and 
Captain B. A. Davenport. ~ 

Davenport has been accused by 
rrison inmates of being responsible 
tor the killings. Authorities have 
kept the identity of the guards 
secret, fearing retaliatory measures.

Finds Parents 
To Blame For 
Bad Children 


BY WALLACE 8S. HULLETT 


LONDON—(INS)—Heredity and 
environ...nt are two chief causes 
leading to crimes committed by 
young people and the parents are 
mostly to blame in the cpinion of 
Dr. W. A. Potts, phychological ad- 
viser to the Birmingham law jus- 
tices. 

The first cause for youth turn- 
ing to crime, he said, was some- 
thing unsatisfactory in the offen- 
der’s make-up. This was obvious- 
ly due to heredity, and the par- 
ents, therefore, were to blame. The 
eecond cause was environment, 
and for this also parents were to 
blame. 

Treatment rather than punish- 
ment, is required in dealing with 
young delinquents, Dr. Potts de- 
clared, though punishment is nec- 
essary on certain occasions. 

The attitude of the magistrates 
towards the offender should be an 
uttempt to get an explanation for 
the delinquency. 

“Many magistrates will ask the 
boy for an explanation in ccurt— 
a public place, before his mother 
and father. Naturally, he is not 
going to say that his father is a 

ard, that there is constant 
bickering between his parents and 
that his mother is always nagging. 
ag loyalty forbids him.” 

A list of offenses which he rec- 
ommended for treatment rather 
than punishment was given by Dr. 
Potts. They were: 

Stealing $4 or more or goods to 
that value; sex offences; offences 
committed by delinquents who look 
il! or are suspected of ‘illness or 
mental disorder: offences injurious 
to the public, like putting sleepers 
across a railroad line, and cases 
that are difficult to understand.

Dr. Potts, “you read of 
trate who says to a young offender:

CHICAGO.—(INS) — Now that 

the big-city building has acquired 
tude, it is henceforth going to 

acquire breadth, Col. William A. 
Starrett, internationally ~-known 
structural engineer, said in a re- 
cent address before the Chicago As- 
sociation of: Commerce. 

“We can anticipate much larger 
bi .’ Col. Starrett asserted, 
“but not necessarily higher ones 
There is no reason from an engin- 
ee standpoint why _ buildings 
should not be twice as high as any 
now in existence, but the limit ap- 
pears to have been reached on the 
economic side. High cost of con- 
struction, together with possible 
physical discomfort, determine the 
limitation in altitude. 

Building to Grow Out 

“The next step will be for biuld- 
ing to grow out rather than up. 
The ‘multiple purpose’ structure 
which covers an entire city block is 
a logical development. Public con- 
venience and economy of eonstruc- 
tion and operation are all served 
by this modern type of building.” 

An example of the ‘multiple 
service’ building, Col. Starrett re- 
marked, is the new Carew Tower in 
Cincinnati. where two department 
8 . @ hotel, parking garage, 

ops and offices are, under -the 
same roof. 

In reply to proponents of the 
“back to the country” movement, 
the speaker declared it is the cities, 
with their skyscraper inhabitants, 
that are ; the most to make 
rural life. engurable. : 

Speaking further on the future 
of building, Col. Starrett said the 
present tendency is toward added 
luxury and convenience. : 

Noise Being Eliminated _ 

“Much more use.” he said, “will 
be made. of sound deadening ma- 
terial now’ that more interest is be- 
ing takeh in the elimination of city 
noises. : 

“Then there is the washing of 

air and the year-around control of 
temperature within buildings. al- 
ready widely in use but applicable 
to all human habitations. 
- oe g systems will be improved 
sind eeereintes more closely to air 
conditioning and even elevators 
ate undergoing improvement, al- 
though they are now marvels of 
convenience and reliability.”

Determined by New 
- - Co-op System 


AMES, Ia.— (Special) — Five 
Iowa counties have organized or 
ure now organizing cooperative 
swine herd test associations, ac- 
cording to Rex Beresford, animal 
husbandry specialist in the exten- 
sion service, Iowa State college. The 
counties ate Jasper, Johnson, Cher- 
okee, Henry.and Shelby. 

The’ purpose of the test is to de- 
termine the ability. of pigs_to gain 
rapidly and~ efficiently and pro- 
duce high quality pork. Each herd 
will be represented by four pigs, one 
fiom each of four litters: The pigs 
in ‘the test will be fed together and 
handled in the same way. -When 
they reach six months of age they 
‘will be Weighed and sold to a pack- 
er.who cooperates in. the test by 
determining the cutout values of 
each pig. ae 

The owner will then have a com- 
parison ofthe production -powers 
of the different sows farrowing the 
pigs. 

Several counttes are considering 
the organizer of such test groups.

Chickens on Time . 
Or Selling Right 


AMES, Ia.,—(Special— Although 
the number of farmers following 
good poultry practices has increas- 
ed this year, 50 per cent or less are 
hatching their chicks on time, sell- 
ing market birds at the right time 
and keeping records. 

These facts were revealed in a 
recent survey made by poultry 
specialists in the extension service 
at Iowa State college among 1,900 
persons attending the series of 
spring poultry schools under thé 
direction of W. R. Whitfield. 

Only 48 per cent of those an- 
swering the questionnaire plan to 
sell cockerels when they weigh 
rom 2 to 3 pounds. The rest 1 
sell them at the ‘ey of 3 to 4 
pounds when they will make little 


profit or at the weight of 5 to 6| ti 


pounds or heavier when they will 
lose money. ; 

-Nineteen per cent reported that 
they will have their chicks hatched 
carly. Forty-three per cent will 
have their chicks hatched-too late 
to allow the. pullets to mature at 
the proper time to sell market birds 
at a profit. 

Seventy-nine per cent reported 
that they are keeping young and 
old stock separate “ until. f as 
compared to 69 per cent in 1930. 
Seventy-ohe péréent répdtted that 
they will.use clean ground for their 
chicks this year. :

INCREASED USE 
OF MILK URGED 


New York Conference 
Discusses Plans 
For Campaign 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—(Special)— 
Active efforts to bring to the at- 





io! 


‘tention of the public the value of 


milk as & health food were dis- 
cussed at a conference on the de- 
cline of milk consumption, recent- 
ly held here, Specific plans pre- 
sented included a radio campaign 
and efforts to bring the importance 
of milk in the diet, to the atten- 
tion of mothers through, their chil- 
dren in school. 

The latter method was declared 
as being about the most effective 
means of bringing home to the 
publi¢ the extreme importance of 
milk in maintenence of health. 

Statistics of milk consumption 
are not so adequate as is desirable, 
but certain trends seem to be 
ascribable to specific factors. When 
incomes in general reach extra- 
ordinarily low levels, there usually 
is a decline in milk consumption. 
This tendency holds true, however, 
only in the case of rather extreme 
declines in income, and there i8 lit- 
tle if any change from normal in 
milk consumption in periods when 
incomes are unusually high or on)- 
Slightly below average. “ 

One computation of trends of 


milk consumption, which probably 


is not entirely accurate because it 
is based on rail shipments of milk 
into New York City and thus is 
not representative necessarily of 
the country as a whole, indicates 
that the lowest points. in milk con- 
sumption do not always coincide 
with periods of industrial and busi- 
ness depression. This computation 
shows a cycle of about 14 years in 
milk consumption, a high point be- 
ing reached in the first and last 
years of the period. The cutve of 
consumption is now at one of its 


low. poirits, according to this com- 


putation. 


Milk consumption usually rises 
a& the ‘weather becomes warime-. 


However, this tendency is counter-|- 


acted somewhat when vacation 
img arrives in the summér, and 
there is ordinarily a decline in milk 
consumption on holidays and on 
Sundays. This probably is becatise 
those who take vacation trips use 
less milk when * aveling, fihd less 
is used when the farhily goes on a 
holiday automobile trip.
